A RESOLUTION APPROVING THE ACQUISITION OF 50 ACRES OF PROPERTY FOR THE
SOUTH COUNTY FACILITY AND AUTHORIZATION FOR THE CHAIRMAN OF THE
BOARD OF SUPERVISORS TO SIGN ALL NECESSARY DOCUMENTS TO COMPLETE
THE TRANSACTION

WHEREAS, Navajo County is desirous of acquiring a 50 acre tract of land known as
the Owens property for citing a South County Facility; and

WHEREAS, by motion on March 22, 1993, the Board of Supervisors accepted the
Owens property as the site for the South County Facility; and

WHEREAS, the Owens property will be acquired by exchanging 50 acres currently
owned by the county, with an appraised value of $110,000, plus $35,000 cash; and

WHEREAS, there will be additional charges for closing costs and property taxes, not
to exceed $5,000; and

WHEREAS, the title company acting as escrow agent has requested a formal
resolution authorizing the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors to sign all documents to

complete this transaction.
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT:

1. The 50 acres known as the Owens property will be designated as the location
of the South County Facility.

2. Authorization is given to exchange 50 acres currently owned by the County
plus $35,000 to acquire the Owens property.

3. The closing costs and property taxes associated with this transaction be paid,
not to exceed $5,000.

4, The Chairman of the Board of Supervisors be authorized to sign any and all
documents necessary to complete this transaction.
